and Salt; fo that the Water, Barm, and Salt, 
make oNE third Part of the Compoſition of 
the Dough, before it is put into the Oven. 
Then, 2 to this Rule, the 417 Pounds 
of net Meal, which the Baker has after ſeparat- 
ing the Bran, by tlie Addition of one Half of 
its Weight, of Water, Barm, and Salt, that is 
2084 ſuttle Pounds, will become 6251 ſuttle

It is alſo proved by Experiments, that when

Before I proceed to offer any Obſervatians 
on the Aſſize of the Wheaten and White Bread, 
J muſt put the Reader in Mind, that the groſs 
Meal, as it comes from the Mill, is capable of 
being ſeparated into three different Kinds of 
Flour, o Meal, beſides the Bran. 85 
Ihe laſt Seſſion of Parliament, when the Caſe 
of the Bakers was enquired into by the Houſe 


of Commons, 1 was preſent, and could not but 


obſerve, that the Bakers who were examined, 
appeared induſtriouſly to confound the Names, 
Meal and Flour, the Reaſon of which will be 
obvious from what follows. And therefore, I 
muſt caution the Reader to obſerve, that ſuch _ 
Part of the groſs Meal which comes from the 
Mill, as is ſeparated by Boulting, and is fit to 
make White Bread, | call Fur; and fuch Part 
thereof as is ſeparated in like Manner, and is fit 
to make Wheaten Bread, I call fine Meal; and 
the Remainder of the groſs Meal from the Mill, 
after ſeparating the Bran, I call ſimply, Meal, 
_ awhich, from known Experience, is fit to make Houſ- 
hold Nread. Theſe Diſtinctions mult be care- 
fully attended to, in order to avoid Confuſion, 
oy blcurity, as much as may be, in what fol- 
F one: | 
From any Information I have been able to 
come at, it docs not appear, that the Legiſſa- 
ture ever aſcertained any particular Weight of 
fine Meal or Flour, out of which the Baker 
ſhould be obliged to make any particular Quan-= 
tity of Wheaten or White hread, but ſeem to 
have had no Quantity of Corn, Meal, or Flour, 
in their Contemplation, diſtinét from the Quar- 
ter af Wheat; for which Reaſon, the Aſſize

White Bread, has been wrong from the begin- 
ning to this Day, as will juſt now appear. 4

the Want of aſcertaining the preciſe Weight. 
of fine Meal or Flour, which ſhould be truly 
proportional to the wo. of Meal produced 
from a Quarter of Wheat, and employed in 
making the Aſſize Quantity of Houſhold Bread, 
| has been the true Cauſe of all the Frauds and 
Abuſes committed by the Bakers, and is to them 
a Fund of Profit, much above what the Law 
ſuppoſes, or intends them to receive. 
The Table of Aſſize appoints, that the Weight 
of the Wheaten Loaf ſhail be three fourths, and 
the Weight of the White Loaf one Half, of 
the Weight of the Houſhold Loaf, but does 
not name any particular Weight of fine Meal, 
or Flour, out of which ſo many Wheaten or 
White Loaves ſhall be made, as will produce 
the Price of the Quarter of Wheat, and Allow» 
nnce thereon, as jt does in the Caſe of the Houſ- 
Hold Bread; from whence I take the Liberty 
ro conjecture, that the Legiſlature proceeded 
upon a Suppoſition, that the Quarter of Wheat 
would not produce of fine Meal more than ſuch 
a Quantity, as when made into W heaten Bread 
would weigh three fourths of the Weight of 
the Houſhold Bread, which the Quarter of 
Wheat would produce, and therefore aſſized 
the W heaten Loaf at three fourths of the Houſ- 
hold And in like Manner, in Neſpeét to the 
White, they eee the like Suppoſl- 
tion, that 1 of Wheat would produce 
no more Flour thin ſuch a Quantity, as, when

Whether the Legiſlature proceeded upon this 


Principle, I will not preſume to ſay poſitively; 
bur it is inconteſtably true, that, as the Law of 


Aſſize ſtands at preſent, the Baker does not ac- 


count with the Public, In any MANNER, for 


one Penny of the Value of all the Meal which 
remains, after taking the Wheaten Meal and 
Flour out of the — mp of W heat, which is 
ſuppoſed by the Table, to be made into Wheat- 
en and White Bread. It appears to me, that 
if the Baker had been compelled by Law pro- 
perly to account with the Public for the Redun- 


dance of the Meal, which will remain after the 


taking thereout the fine Meal for W heaten, or 
the Flour for White Bread, then the bublie 
would get from the Baker the whole Produee 
of the Quarter of Wheat, which they ought 
to get, and the Baker wauld receive the Re» 
ward for his Labour, which the Law intends 


him, and no more; but for want df regulating 


this Matter ſo, that the Baker ſhall account
